more.

“ihis weak the club definitely decided in late December 
they would not put on the Pageant this year and he 
couldn't say whéther the Jaycees will ever take on the 
task again. ^ 
n't a matter of life or death who is named 
st Queen and the world doesn't revolve around 
the payeant...and 20 years isn't even a particularly 
long time for a tradition to take hold if it's being 
compared to the. swing of  Pleides. 

But it's still a shame to see something like the 
Harvest Queen die. In a city with the short history 
Belle Glade has, 20 8 is a pretty long time. 

Henderson said the Young Men of Action", as the 
Jaycees refer to themselves, have no members with the 
time and expertise to coordinate the pageant...and it 
does take a lot of time, energy and knowhow. 

He said the pageant has been losing money the club 
simply can't afford to spend at this time...and such a
